General Glenn Explains 


We like the attitude of Major General E. F. Glenn re­ 
garding the conduct of the American army courts martial 
which has been drawing such strong censure from some 
of the civilian population, notably the officers of the civi 
courts. 
General Glenn makes it plain that the army must, 
above all things, he efficient and disciplined. 
If discipline 
is lacking, the loss to the army, in disasters incident to in­ 
efficiency far outstrips in real injustice and that which 
may attach to individual 
instance 
where 
too 
severe 
a penalty was imposed for infractions of army rules. 
The obedience, the promptness, the strict attention to 
every detail exacted of the soldier is in no way to be com 
pared with the demands made on the individual citizen by 
the civil laws. 
Minor offenses in civil life—even those 
which might be passed with a reprimand or even entirely 
—become grave offenses in military life and must be pun­ 
ished with a severely of sentence out of all proportion to 
the offense as it would appear if committed in civil life. 
Of course we have the safeguard of executive clem­ 
ency over all army courts martial, and yet it is possible 
that there may have been instances of unusual punishment 
assessed and exacted by the army officers in raising and 
conditioning and discipling over three million Americans 
until they were individually welded together into what, 
General Glenn states, was the hest disciplined army in 
the world. 
Army life is harsh. The military is an autocratic in­ 
stitution and if we have it we must submit to its exac­ 
tions. The only way to reform the military system is to 
quit having wars.

apple trees in central Ohio on .March

They continued to hatch during 


the last of March and are now clus­ 
tered on the leaf and blossom buds.
